, Livestock require minerals in 
their ration, to make ful] use of 
their other feeds, maintain their 
health and reproduce healthy 
young. 

In dairy cattle there is an addi- 
tional requirement for milk pro- 
duction. Generally only four min- 
erals are likely to be deficient if a 
fair variety of feeds are fed. These 
minerals are salt, iodine, calcium 
and phosphorus. Salt can be fcd 
at the rate of one pound in 100 
pounds of the concentrate mixture, 
in addition have salt available free 
choice, either in block or loose 
form. Iodine can be supplied in 
sufficient quantities with lodized 
salt in most cases. 

Calcium (limestone) is often lack- 
ing, especially if the bulk of the 
feed is grass and cereal hays. 
Phosphorus (bone meal) is also of- 
ten lacking, when high levels of 
grain are being fed the deficiency 
is not great. These last two min- 
erals can be fed in combination 
about two pounds in 100 pounds 
concentrate, or they may be fed 
free choice. 

In beef cattle a mixture of 1 
part iodized salt, 1 part bonemeal, 
1 part limestone, will be satisfac- 
tory for the breeding herd. Feeder 
cattle will require salt and the 
other two minerals but the require- 
ment for phosphorus is less whien 
grain consumption is high. A mix- 
ture of 2 parts galt and 1 part (', 
bonemeal, '2 limestone) will ve 
satisfactory. These can be feed 
free choice in both cases, 

In swine, mineral deficiencies ar: 
noticeable in the performance of 
hogs. They require iron, iodine, 
salt, calcium and in various am- 
ounts at different ages. Young 
suckling pigs require iron, reduced 
iron can be purchased in powder, 
paste or liquid form, treat pigs at 
3 days, 10 days and 17 days of age. 
Iodized salt supply normal re- 
quirements except pregnant sows; 
they require additional iodine in 
their ration. Calcium and salt are 
required jn about equal parts. a 
mixture of 1 part salt, 1 part cal- 
cium (imestone) fed free choice is 
satisfactory, or this mixture may 
be added to the feed at the rate of 
2 lbs. to 100 Ibs, of grain.

Egg Marketing 


The proposed Alberta Egg Mar- 
keting Plan will be the subject for 
discussion at a public meeting to 
be held in ~-the Lutheran Church 
basement at Didsbury, on Nov. 14 
at 8:00 p.m. 

Mr, J. T. Bishop of Three Hills 
will be the guest speaker. 

During mid-November all regis- 
tered poultry producers will be 
provided with a mail ballot on 
which they may support or reject 
the proposed Egg Marketing Plan. 

It is most important that all pro- 
ducers are acquainted with the 
facts and the importance of this 
issue, and that they cast their 
vote. 

A registered producer means any 
farmer having 20 or more laying 
hens and who, through the recent 
enumeration, has had his name 
placed on the registered producers’ 
list. 

The Egg Marketing Plan, to carry, 
must have a 51 per cent majority 
of the registered producers. This 
is required by an Act passed by the 
Alberta legislature. 

All major farm co-operatives, 
the Farmers’ Union of Alberta and 
the Alberta Federation of Agricul- 
ture, are supporting the Alberta 
Egg Marketing Committee, which 
has been set up for the purpose of 
providing basic information regard- 
ing the Egg Markoting Plan.

‘Cash Advances On 


The government's cash advance 
legislation is moving through par- 
liament with little opposition and 
should become operative very soon. 
Though cash advances will solve 
neither the grain marketing nor 
the farmer's “cost price* problems, 
they will help to ease some of the 
financial difficulties prairie farm- 
ers find themselves in as a result of 
limited delivery opportunities this 
autumn. The plan seems to have 
met with the approval of the large 
majority of western farmers a:d 
tarm organizations. 

The pian provides for advances 
of 50 cents a bushel for wheat, 20 
cents for oats and 35 cents a bushel 
for barley. to be made on the basis 
of a quota of 6 bushels per specified 
acre. Deliveries of grain made be- 
fore application for an advance 
would be deducted, except for the 
100 unit quota, from the advance 
allowance, 

The maximum overall advance 
for any one permit holder is 
3000. The advances are to be 
repaid from one-half of proceeds of 
deliveries of wheat, oats and bar- 
ley (except under unit quota) which 
are to be deducted by Wheat Board 
agents. 

The 1957-58 permit book of those 
taking advances will be endorsed 
and subsequent permit books to 
the same permit holder, if neces- 
sary, until the advance is repaid. 

Advances are to be interest free. 
The federal treasury will bear the 
interest on advances. Elevator op- 
erating companies have agreed to

This includes many ef- 
ficient and valuable farm operat- 
Ys who saw greater opportunities 
lsewhere, This exodus from the 
‘and has forced mechanization re- 
gardless of the fact that the price 
of farm machinery is completely 
out of line with the price of farm 
products. To the farmer of the 
nineteen fifties, it has been a case 
of “mechanize or quit’. Many far- 


j}mers have been forced by circum- 


stances to assume a new, heavy debt 

for mechanization. The 
policy of the Alberta Government 
of forcing farmers to pay all the 
costs of rural electrification has 
added materially to this debt bur- 
den.. 

During this ten year period we 
have been blessed with much bet- 
ter than average crop yields. In 
fact, the grain surplus of today has 
arisen from that fact alone. It ‘s 


obvious to anyone acquainted with | 
the facts that reducing the surplus | 


costs and farm prices, or in other 


words “Parity Prices” for Agricult- | 


ure. 
Securing that new price relation- 


First, as a class we work too hard. 
No other class in Canada works as 
hard as they did 20 years ago. The 
farmer works far harder than he 
did then. Today by using modern 
equipment and working 12 to 18 
hours a day, we have literally 
worked ourselves out of a job. We 
how have surplus in every line of 
farm produce and no effective con- 
trol over our prices. This ruinous 
policy makes us poorer every year. 
All other economic groups in our 
Canadian society have reduced 
their hours and improved their rel- 
ative position. We farmers have 
increased our hours and output and ‘ 
are relatively worse off, 

The second reason for our posi- | 
tion is that we have failed to take | 
full advantage of organization. 

True we have unions, and good 
work has been done through them. 
but we have only scratched the sur- 
face here. We have complained 
loud and long about our economic 
woes, but what have we done to 
change them? How can we expect 
to get our share of the national in- 
come unless we are organized as

Economists, who comprise the field staff, ere 

fm strategically located at 45 centers throughout 
the Province. These highly qualified workers 
provide diract, friendly assistance to farm 
| people in planning their operations so that 
| they may achieve the masimum in profit and 
satisfaction from their efforts. This is not done 


by arbitrarily telling thom what they should do. 
but rather by bringing to them basic and 
scientific information and encouraging them to 
apply it in reaching better decisions. 

Some farm families nead only to be told of 
the latest research developments, while in 
others there is o need to consider & more or 
less complete revision of their operations. 

The principal methods used are: 

1, Supervision by field staff of the orgenize- 
tion and operation of 4-H Clubs. 

2. Provision of information by field staff with 

respect to specific problems, including 

j better sires and seed. 

3. Provision of general information through 
the medium ay short courses, radio, press, 

etc, 

Provision of specialists to assist farm 

families with more complicated problems. 

5. Encouragement to farm families to solve 
their own problems by group discussion, 
with Extension workers present to provide 
information, 

The Alberta Department has the shighest 
ratio in Canada of Home Economics to number 
of occupied farms and was tho first to have a 
specialist in home designing, The everage 
number of occupied farms per District Agricul- 
turist is about 1900, and per District Home 
Economist about 3500,

The Schools of agriculture and Home Econ- 
omics provide practical training to young men 
and women who intend to make careers in 
modern farming and homernaking.
